Beead,

In the preparation of breads after the
following recipes, the measure of flour
should be heaping.

Mok Buean Wron Wure Frouvn.—
Soald and cool one pint of unskimmed
milk, Add to the milk when lukewarm,
4 of a cup or § tablespoonfuls of
liquid ywast, aml 3 cupsol Bour. Give
the batter n vigorous beating, luen it

crock, cover and let it riso over night.
In the morning when well risen add 2 or
3 cupluls ol warm flonr, or sofficlent to
knead. Koead well until the dough is
mifficiontly elsstic to rebound when
struck foraibly with the fist. Allow it to
rise again In  mass; then shape into
loaves ; place in pans; lot it stand until
light and bake. Il undesirable to set
bread over night, sn additional table-
spoonlulortwolsuumh used to
facilitate the rising.

Vizxxa Baxan—Intoa pln! of sealded
milk, turn a cop and & hall of boiling
water, When lukewarm add ' eup of
warm water In which hus been dissolved
a cake of compreased yeaut, and & quart
of white flonr. Beat the batter thus made
very thoroughly and allow it to rise for
one hour, Then add white lour enocugh
to knead. Knead well and sllow it to
tlse again for about 3 hours or until very
light, Shaps into 4 loaves handling
lightly, Letit rise sgain in the pans
and bake. During the baking, wash the
tops of the loaves wilh milk, to glase
them.

Waren Brrap—Dissolve a tableapoon-
ful of sogar in o pint of boiling water.
When lakewnarm, add I of & cuplul of
liquid yeast and suffizient flour to make
a batter thick enough o deop from the
spoon,  Beat vigorously for 10 minntes,
wen juto & clean, well sealded bread
bowl, gover (wrapping in a blauket il in
cold weathor) and let it rise ovor night,
In the mornlog whea well risen, add
flour to knead, Knead well for hall
an hoar, cover and let [t becomo light in
mass, When light proceed as nsual,

Fuvrr Roti—Take some bread roll
prepared sa lor milk bread, which has
beon sulliciently kneaded and is ready
o mold, and roll 1o about one lnoh In
thickness. BSpread over it soms dates
which haye been washed, dried and
stoned, ralsing, carrants or chiopped (g,
Roll it up tightly into a loal, Let it rise
until very light and bake.

Fuurt Loar—3Sol a sponge with 1 piog
of rlel milk 1 cup ol yeast and a pint of

cups of Zante currants, 1 cup of sogar,
and 3 cupe of Hour, or enough to make
rather o stiff dough. Koead well and
sol to rise ; when light, mold into loayes,
Lot it rise again and bake.

Porato Bukap—Uook and tash  par-
fectly umoolh potatoes to make a caplul.
Add a teaspoonful of best white sugar,
one oup and & bhall of warm water and
wheo the mixtore s lokewarm, ‘¢ cop
of youst, proparod us directed for beiled
potato yeast No, 2 and flour Lo make o
vory thick batter. Allow itlo rise over
night, ln the wotning add a pioyof
warin waler mud flonr enough o koead,
The dough will nesd to be considerably
sliffer than when no potato is used, or
the result will be a bread too molst for
eany digostion, Knead well | let It rise,
mould into 4 loaves and when again
light bake,

WaoLy Wueay Breap—Seald one vint
ol noskimmed milk, when lukewsrm,
add g cop of liguid yeast, or ' cake ol
campressod yenst dissolved in 1-2 cups of
warm water, and a plnt of white Hour.
Heat this batter thoroughly sad allow it
o rise, Whan well risen add 3 and %
cups ol whole wheat flour, Knead
thuronghly snd allow it 1o become light
in mass; theu shape lnlo two loaves
wllow it to rise ngain and bake,
